SETTLEMENT REFUSED. 

La Semaine Religieuse, the organ of 
the Archbishop of Montreal, and edited 
in the palace itself, has an important 
article on the school question, which, 
it says, is not settled, but has simply 
entered upon a new pkase. It believes 
thst the amendments will be easily car- 
ried in the Legislature of Manitoba, 
and adds that it will probably be stated 
that Ottawa cannot interfere, yet, at 
the same time, the writer does not be- 
lieve that the last word has been said in 
the Canadian Parliament.
